.Sir -loliii .MiicdcMiaid has the ecmragc 
of his convictions. When he takes 
position on luiy matter of principle lie 
readj- to ilefcinl it at all times aii< 
against the ahongest opposition. Many 
of our rcailers reiiionilier what a storm 
was raised wlieu .Sir John Macdonald 
announced his Tacitio Haihvay policy 
Both friends and opponents were ama/ed 
at its boldness. Protests, remonstrancca 
and denunciations eume in from all 
quarters, and in great nuudiers. Tin 
project was lienounced as rasli, le 
sane, and as uUerly lieyoiid tlie mean 
and the reaiiurccs of the Dominion, 
the storm of opposition did not iippal 
the veteran statesman. He stood to liia 
guns, and .'eventually overcame all o[ 
position, 

In the Slime way, when he introilnced 
the National I'olicy, he, in tho face 
strong opposition, both open ami con 
cealed, went steadily on in the cour.se 
he liad entered. He had liecoine con 
vinced that the country retiuired pro 
tection ami ho was determined to giv 
it protection, no matter what oliatacl 
stood ill Ilia path. 

In the same way he saw that il was 
beat for the whole country that tho Pro 
vinceof Quebec should be allowed fo 
have her own way with respect to the 
enactineiit of the .lesuila' Kstates Act, 
He knew that tlie Act was constitntion 
al and he knew that if his Government 
atlvised the Governor-General to dia 
allow it, religious discord would prevail 
from Capo Breton to Vancouver Island 
He, no doubt, did not Hke it, and if he 
had Iieen a member of the t,!uebec I. 
gislature he, in all probability, woul 
have strenuously opposed it al every 
stage of its progress. But as it had 
been carried without any opposition 
worth mentioning by those who are 
presumed to know the most about the 
wishes and the views of llie [jeople of 
Qiielieu, he conaidored that lo disidl 
it would be an nnwise anil an unfair use 
of Ihe Goveiiior-( ienerul's prerogative. 
After long and serious consideration he 
determined not to interfere with the 
course of Quebec legislation in the mat- 
ter. 

It must not be thought lliat .Sir .John 
Macdonald was blind lo the cunae- 
quencea of his policy. He understands 
the people of the Dominion as .well 
or perhaps belter, than any man in the 
country. He is particularly well ac 
quainted with the temper ami the view.- 
of tho eleeldia of Ontario. He kiii^w 
that by refusing to ilia.illow the Jeanita' 
Katutes Act lie would displease and (lis 
courage many of his warmest ad- 
inircrs and staunchcst supporters, but 
this conviction diil not cause him to 
swerve in the slightest degree from the 
course he had ileteiniiiieil to piirailo. 
He s.'iw the aj^ilaliun which was set on 
foot in Gnlai io, and observed it spread- 
ing to other piovinces without shewing 
any perceivable sign that he was in the 
least disturbed by the movement. He 
was not defiant certainly, hut Ik; diil 
not say one ilepreeatoi y wmil. He coun- 
uelhul ibo.ae who approved of Ihe course 
he had taken to be modeiale anil for- 
bearing in their defence of his policy. 
He acted like u nuin who, conaciona of 
having dmie hia <liily, was willin;; tu 
allow the atorin of eeiisiire tu blow over 
and leave hia jiiatiliciition tu the aober 
second ihoiiglit of the people. 

And now we lind him when the agi- 
tation has, ti) some extent, cidmed down, 
meeting his critics face to face, not at a 
Catholic, but at a Prutcstanl gathering. 
Sir John spoke al the .Melliodiat picnic 
at Wcatport, Ontario. 'I'hoae who at- 
tended thiit ]iiciiic had, no doubt, heard 
the Premier denounced in Ihe moat 
scathing terms from a dozen pliLiforins 
by men who had boon anioii|,'st hia moat 
■.ardent admirei-a, and they very likely 
had joined in the |)lauilils with which 
the condemnation was received. Theae 
goo<l people would be in no indulgent 
mood. They were prepared, no doubt , 
to give tho Conservative leader a re- 
spectful heariJig, but they were not in a 
frame of mind to be readily convinced 
that Sir John bad good reasons f(n- al- 
lowing tho .Jesuits' Kstates Act to be- 
come law. 'I'hi' telegram docs not in- 
form \ia how .Sir.lohn .Macdoniild's jusli- 
ficatioii was ritceivitd, but we are very 
greatly mistaken if his speecli did not 
cause the moat thoughtful among the 
ftudionce to see tho subject in a now 
' light, ajid to have a suspicion that, tho 
old stftteamun knew alinosl as \vell what 
was good for the .■oiiutry as the «git.a- 
tors who li.ul Ix'i^M in aiich a hurry lo 
condemn him uuil his Governiiieiit. 
We are told that Sir John said if Col. 



O'Brien's motion had carried bo would 
promptly have reaigned. There was no 
I her course open to hlni. An adverse 
vote would show that Parlianmnt liad

giies. Assuming that by a union of 
Conservative and Liberal members, Col.

Not one of them would think 
of joining a governiiieiil wliicli was, 
what they considered, unsound on the 
(liiestion of provincial rights; and ihe 
principal Conservatives would, to a 
man, throw in their lot with their 
leader. Then a government formed on 
lines of the party would not con- 
tain one single Roiiiaii (.'atliolic. That

taiu one' single representative Roman 
Cuthollb,' ■■ would not bo, from 
any point of view, a good one, 
and could not poaail)ly live long. 'Phat 
giivermneut would have very diliicult 
work lo do. Quebec would be in violent 
opposition. It would assert its right to 
logUlate for itself in wayii whioh J might 
be constitutional liiit' wliiotr would be 
most embaraasing to the new govern- 
ment, and there would he arrayed 
L^aiiiat it in every province an active 
ml a united opposition. In fact,; had 
arlianienl taken any course on the dis 
allowance question Inat winter than the 
one it did, tho wliolo Dominion would 
bo pbnigcd into a furious agitation tli 
esull of which il would he dilliciilt to 
foresee.

'When the oper- 
atic :i luul liiieii iici'foriiii'd in llio vicin- 
ity of tho Bear, it w;is fotiiul that a 
splint from tho Inside of the skull had 
pierced tho brain. After the splint had 
boon carefully fomoved tiiui tho wound 
I)roiK!fly dressed tho boy rujiidly re- 
covered.

An old and trusted servant of the 
Daniiiiion, having entered the govorn- 
..lenl service in I8G8, Mr. Dyke is emin- 
ently littod for the responsible duties of 
the position ho now fills. He has made 
a careful study of tho wants and eapa- 
bilitiea of tho country that he repre- 
sents, and none could be more careful 
than he in procuring for the Dominion 
only settlors whose early life and atir- 
ronndiiigs make them lit for that part of 
the country to which they may be in- 
duced to emigrate.
